On 29Lh May, 1970, both trie parties agreed that 
the proceedings already started earlier wou-d form part of the new proceedings 
and that commenls offered by both the parties will stand as it is. 

Briefly the facts of the case are: — 

That Shri Gurchnran Dass— Keyran token No. Ii3-B of Railway Sub-Division 
was tound inserting a steel wedge in the railway track oi Sansarpur yard on 1st 
February, 1967 at 8-30 A.M. According to the management it was a wilful and 
rash act on the part of the workman which could res ml uj loss of life and pro- 
perty. The reply of the workman submitted by him on 6th February, 1967, was 

found unsatisfactory by the management and a regular enquiry was ordered 
against him on 13th February, 1967. Shri Madan Lai, S.D.O, was appointed as 
an enquiry officer to hold domestic enquiry m the case in consonance with the 

principles of natural justice. The enquiry officer submitted his findings on 23rd 

February, 1907, holding Shri Gurcharan Dass guilty of the charge. The reply of 
the workman was found to be un-satisfactory and Shri Gurcharan Dass was 
afforded another chance to produce his witnesses and consequently he was dis- 
missed from service on 20th March, 1967, as he was found to guilty of the 
charge. 

Shri Gurcharan Dass has rebutted the version of the management. The 
workman stated that he went to attend his duty of a railway line key man 
and on reaching the station he took his gang of 14 men under Jamadar Ram- 
Bhrose and he checked the crossing No, 2 and to his utter astonishment, found 
that some miscreant had inserted nails in both joints of the main line. He im- 
mediately called his Jamadar and showed him the mischief done by some body 
at the spot and he also ran upto the railway station and summoned the Station 
Master on duty and also Platier and showed them the nails in both the 
joints. Then he extracted the said nails and handed them over to the Platier. 
He tc~k these nails and left on the trolly for Ghati. Sarvshri Chauhan and 
Kalia enquired from him to show them the Joints from vnere he extracted those 
nails. Shri Daulat Singh and Shri Kalia both took his statement after which 
he was ordered to hand over the key man’s tools there and work as a Belcha' 
Operator. He could not be deprived of his legtimate work of key man. On the 
next day he was transferred to Shri Darshan’s gang. On 4-2-67, Shri Daulat 
Singh and Shri Kalia came to him and told him that he had been summarily 
suspended till further orders without telling him the reasons of such orders. Shri 
Daulat Singh, Shri Shatacharaya. Shri Ram Singh etc. were deadly against 
him because of his being a member of the rival union. They by hook or crook 
wanted to get him dismissed from service. The enquiry held against him was 
against the set proceedure and in this connection he was told that he would be 
dismissed even before finding the facts. The enquiry officer did rot allow him 
to sit in the enquiry at the time when witnesses’ statements were recorded by him 
and no opportunity was given to him for cross-exami nation of managements* 
•witnesses and for his defence. Therefore, enquiry held on 21-2-67, was quite 
illegal and against the principles of natural justice. It was he who found out 
the mischief done by the party against him and he himself was implicated Instead 
of finding out the culprits. 

So the issue to be determined 'is; “Whether the dismissal of Shri Gurcharan 
Dass is in order and justified? If not, to what relief /exact amount of compen- 
sation, he Is entitled? 

In this connection Shri B. R. Mittal on behalf of the management had led 
the evidence In support of the administration, In this case Shri Daulat Singh 
Assistant Foreman figures as the main witness. His version was more or less 
corroborated by Shri R. C. Jindal S.D.O. Railways and Shri Onkar Singh. The 
enquiry officer was also produced. The enquiry officer In his slatement alleges 
that the dellquent workman was given full opportunity lor cross-examination 
and that the workman refused to cross-examine the witnesses. The enquiry 
officer on cross-examination had stated that no witness was coopted to show 
that the workman had actually refused to cross-examine In _ the defence 
version, Shri Gurcharan Dass had produced Shri Sundar Singh. The fact that 
Shri Sundar Singh was present at the time of incident, gets proved from the 
cross-examination of Shri Daulat Singh Chauhan the witness of the manage- 
ment. Shri Sundar S ; ngh had eorrobo-atfd the contention of workman which 
Indicates that the story against him was cooked up. The de’iquent workman 
in "his statement dated 20-8-70 had a’loged that the case stminst him was hatched 
up due to personal enemlty with Shri Daulat Singh Chauhan Assistant fore- 
man He further alleged that no enquiry was held against him In his presence. 
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I have carefully gone through the enquiry proceedings held by the adminis- 
tration and 1 find tha L the enquiry had not tully catered the requirements of 
natural justice. There does not appear io be any reason for the workman not 
to avail hts right to cross-examine. In case the workman had so refused the 
enquiry officer should have obtained the witness of some reliable rerson attend- 
ing the enquiry'. Another inbuilt defect of the enquiry is that some of the 
witnesses were not examined in narrative from, Lui questions and answers 
thereto were solicited, I do not find this to be the apt proceedure because it 
can tentamount to extracting evidence. 

Shri B. R. Mittal the then Personnel Officer was not able to Lring round 
thp evidence on behaif of the management in a conclusive and convincing 
<am,er. I am constrained to believe that the domestic enquiry .conducted was 
rather hastily and haphazardly and did not come upto the required ingredients 
of natural justice. I am of the view that justice shyuld not only be done but 
should appear to have being done. 

The Inbuilt defects of the enquiry, however, technical, it may be stands 
adverse to come to cannons of natural justice. 

As is evident the workman could not rebut the charges against him were of 
serious nature otherwise. However, unfortunate it may appear to the proce- 
edural defects in the domestic enquiry' proceedings could not be drawn, No 
evidence has been led by the workman to prove that he remained un employed 
during the interim period of 4 years. On a quarry being raised by me, Shri 
Kuldip Singh, Personnel Officer, ha$ convinced me on a verbal argument that a 
skilled workman of his age and experience could not have remained un-employed 
for such a long time. Shri Kuldip Singh Personnel Officer who conducted the 
cave at a later stage argued commendablly and in a convincing manner and had 
broken down the defence version in the cross-examination. However, there are 
inbuilt defects and lacunas In the domestic enquiry at the Initial stages, which 
cannot be easily over looked. 

As such I award that Shri Gurcharan Dass key man should be taken back in 
service and allowed continuity of service for the purposes of retrenchment com- 
pensation only with immediate effect. In view of the serious nature of the offence 
which could not rebutted, I am only giving the workman the benefit of technical 
defect in the conduct of the enquiry. I further award that ho back wages etc., 
are to be paid to the workman However, to meet his expenses tor arbitration 
proceedings, I award him Rs. 1.200 In all as a relief. The workmen will get In- 
crements falling due to him during the un-employed period his wages should be 
Axed accordingly.

— (1) Not 
withstanding anything contained in the Scheme, if the Chairman is satisfied that 
a 'go-slow’ has been resorted to by any of the listed dock workers or gang or any 
such individual worker both on shore and on ship and is being continued ci 
repeated by the same workers or gang or worker or diilerent workers or gangs 
on the seme or different ships, he may make a declaration in writing to that 
effect. 

(2) When a declaration under sub-clause (1) has been made, it shah be lawful 
for the Chairman to take without prejudice to the rights of the listed employers, 
such disciplinary action including dismissal against such workers, as he may con- 
sider appropriate 

(3) The Chairman may, where go-slow is resorted to take disciplinary action, 
against all the workers or gang or the worker concerned. 

(4) Before any disciplinary action is taken under this clause against any work- 
er or gang or workers, such worker or gang or workers shall be given an oppor- 
tunity to show cause why the proposed action should not be taken against him or 
it or them: 

Provided that the Chairman may. before giving an opportunity to show 
cause under, this sub-clause, suspend from work any worker or gang 
or workers Immediately after a declaration has been made under sub- 
clause (1). 

<51 is) Where a worker has been /suspended pending enquhv, he shall be paid 
for each day of suspension a subsistence allowance equivalent to the attendance

(d) terminate his services after giving 14 days’ notice or 14 days wages 
inclusive of dearness allowance in lieu thereof; or 

(c) dismiss him. 

(iii; (a) where a worker has been suspended pending enquiry, he shall be paid 
for each day ot suspension a subsistance allowance equivalent to the attendance 
allowance provided In clause 28 or one-fourth of his daily wage including dear- 
ness allowance whichever is greater provided that for the period of suspension 
in excess of a month, the Chairman may. in exceptional crses grant a higher sub- 
sistence allowance not exceeding half the total daily wage including dearness 
allowance; 

(b) the subsistence allowance so paid shall not be recoverable or liable to for- 
feiiure m any case whatsoever; 

(c) Where a worker is found not guilty, he shall be entitled to such payment 
in respect of the period of his suspension as the Board or the Administrative 
Body may certify that the worker would have received on the time rate basis 
or under clause 28 'had he not been suspended provided that the amount so pay- 
able shall be reduced by the amount of subsistence allowance already paid during 
that period. 

(3) The provisions of the Scheme relating to disciplinary action against the 
listen employer and listed dock workers shall not apply to any order passed by 
the Chairman under sub-clause (2). 

<4) Notwithstanding anything contained In the Scheme, so lone as am order 
under sub-clause (1) is in force, the Chairman may authorise the employment of 
unregistered workers directly by the listed employers and payment to such ui>- 
jeglsteied workers directly.

— In pursuance of Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 
of 1947), the Central Government hereby publishes the following award of the 
Industrial Tribunal, Bombay, in the industrial dispute between the employers in 
relation to Messrs Bomanji Dhunjibhoy, Private Limited, Bombay and their work- 
men, which was received by the Central Government on the 29th January, 1971.

AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation, 
Department of Labour and Employment by order No, 28(137)/66-LR.IV dated 
2nd March 1967, have referred to this Tribunal for adjudication an industrial dis- 
pute existing between the employers in relation to Messrs, Bomanji Dhunjibhoy 
P. Ltd,, Bombay and t'heir workmen in respect of the matters specified in the 
following schedule: — 

Schedule 

“Whether the management of M/s Bomanji Dhunjibhoy Private Limited, 
Bombay was justified in terminating the services of Shri N. N. Cooper 
with effect from 30th July, 1966. If not to what relief is he entitled? 

2. The employers the firm of Messrs. Bomanji Dhunjibhoy Private Ltd,, Bom- 
bay are naval contractors doing shipping work for the B.I.S.N, Company Ltd^. 
They also undertake the business of dubash, chipping and painting work am 1 
fiuppR if stores materials' required bv the ships and hence a number of workmen 
are in their employ. Shri Cooper who has been referred to as Nanabhai in the 
enquiry proceedings is the workman concerned in this reference. He had joined 
this establishment in the year 1941 and worked in various capacities such as coal 
supervisor, labour supervisor etc. He was also posted os bill clerk, cashier and 
head supervisor. The company had two offices one at Mazagaon and the other 
In the Fort area and both the offices were managed by Shri R. D. Kumana the 
managing agent of the company. At the time of the incident in this case the 
workman Shri Cooper was working in the Mazagaon office in the Bond Depart- 
ment. 

3 The employees of the company had joined the Transport and Dock Work- 
ers’ Union and Shri Cooper was the member of this union since the year 1955. 
The union had sub-committees of the emoloyees section-wise, and Shri Cooper 
was a member of such sub-committee and he was taking part in representing th( 
disputes of the workers to the management. Out of the 30 employees of th, 
company about 23 were the members of the Transport and Dock Workers Union 
and in the month of March or April 1965 the union had served the management 
with a charter of demands. The dispute about these demands was under conci- 
liation before the Regional Labour Commissioner, Bombay. 

4. In the Mazagaon office of the company one Shri Sorabjee was working (13 
office cashier and Shri Cooper who was in the bond department was sitting just 
next to him. There were other clerks in the office and one Shri Godha was a 
clerk in the bond department. Some where in the middle of March or April 
1966 the chauffeur of the Managing Director suddenly left Bombay on account 
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of some death In his family and hence Shri Godha who was holding a motor 
driving licence was good enough to accommodate the Managing Director and 
used to drive his car so that the Managing Director may not be handicapped and 
should be able to attend to his business. 

5- The incident in question took place in the morning of Thursday the 5th 
May 1968 when the oflice cashier Shri Sorabjee called Shri Godha towards hi a 
table and handed over a cheque to him and requested him to en-cash it for some 
urgent use from the Chartered. Bank At that time it is alleged that Shri Cooper 
insulted Shri Godha remarking to Mr, Sorabjee that this encashing of cheque is 
not the job of a driver. Sorabjee replied to him that Shri Godha may be a driver 
cum clerk but it did not matter. Shri Godha did not immediately make a com- 
plaint about the cheque incident to the Managing Director but he was angry. 
A short time after the alleged incident the Managing Director who was working 
in his cabin called Shri Cooper and told him that he was transferred and he 
should go to the Fort office. 


6. It Is alleged that Shri Cooper used to insult Shri Godha in this way calling 
him driver with the intention to disgrace him amongst his colleagues. Shri Godha- 
had previously made complaints against him and the Managing Director had also 
warned Shri Cooper several times and asked him not to insult Shri Godha, On 
the 5th May also when Shri Godha was taking the Managing Director in the car 
to the Fort office on his way he reported the cheque incident tq the Mnaging 
Director and told him how Shri Cooper insulted him remarking offensively that 
he was a driver. The Managing Director was perturbed to listen to the complaint. 
The next day after enquiry and putting some questions about the incident to 
Shri Sorabjee and Miss Dastur ana asking them to state what they knew about 
it in writing he issued a charge-sheet against Shri Cooper on the 14th Mfey, 1960 
for the misconduct ot .mulling a member of the staff with malicious intention, 
insubordination and creating disharmony in the office. 

7. The explanation given by Shri Cooper was not satisfactory and hence the 
management ordered a domestic enquiry. The domestic enquiry was held by 
Shri H. C. Kumana one of the directors before whom the management and the 
deliquent exammed witnesses and the enquiry officer considered the evidence and 
circumstances and came to the conclusion that the charges were proved and he 
recommended that Shri Cooper should be dismissed. The enquiry officer submit- 
ted the finding with the recommendations and agreeing with the same the Manag- 
ing Director ordefed the dismissal of Shri Cooper with effect from 30th July. 
1906. After the dismissal order the Transport and Dock Workers’ Union raised 
a d’S'ute and made representations to the Regional Labour Commissioner to enter 
the dispute in conciliation. The Regional Labour Commissioner tried to settle the 
dispute. But the conciliation ended in failure and hence Government has referred 
this dispute to this Tribunal for adjudication. 


8. The Transport and Dock' Workers’ Union has by its statement of claim chal- 
lenged the legality and propriety of the dismissal contending that the complaint 
made bv Shri Godha was false and no such incident as alleged to have happened 
on the '5th May had occurred. There was a basic error of fact and Shri Cooper 
was not even present at Mazagaon office at the time when the alleged incident 
took place. "The union ba-s also denied the allegation about previous warning 
given to the workmen and has contended that the enquiry officer was harbouring 
a definite prejudice against Shri Cooper and there was lack of good faith on his 
part It has been contended that in the enquiry there was no legal evidence 
and the findings of the enquiry officer Bxe perverse. 


9 The union has further contended that the management bad not followed the 
principles of natural justice in the enquiry. The Managing Director Shri R. D 
Kumana was a witness examined on behalf of the company at -the enquiry and 
the order of dismissal passed by* him was illegal and he could not be a judge in 
his own case and the dismissal order was void. 


10 It has been further" contended that the workman Shri Cooper had put in 
a meritorious service 1 1 of S3 vbflrs and his record was without, blemish. But be- 
cause Shri Cooper was an ' active merribdr 'of th'4 urrlOn the- management harassed 
him The management did npt like the union to put a charter of demands on 
behalf Of'the*’ Staff: ' 'The ' nharffigettVent also- tried Several’ time*' -to Wing pressure

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11. It was been further contended that there arc no standing orders governing 
the relations of the employees and the management and the charges levelled 
against Shrl Cooper did not amount to misconduct. Calling an employee in a 
disgraceful manner should not be punished with extreme penalty. It was shock- 
ingly disproportionate indicating a vindictive attitude of victimization and thia 
was a fit case for the Tribunal to interfere, The dismissal was illegal and unjusti- 
fied and it should be set aside and Shri Cooper be reinstated. 

12. The management has by its written statement denied the allegations made 
by the union and have challenged the validity of the reference. It had been con- 
tended that Shrl Cooper only one employee was a party to the dispute and the 
dispute about the dismissal of one employee is an individual dispute and not an 
industrial dispute and this Tribunal has no jurisdiction. 

13. The company has denied the allegations about victimization and vindictive 
attitude contending that the management was aware since 1955 that Shri Cooper 
was a member of the Transport and Dock Workers’ Union but the company had 
taken no notice of the same nor any discrimination was made against him for 
all these years. But Shri Cooper believed lhat he was an active member and lea- 
der and because of his position he was free to do anything and was immune from 
any indiscipline. As the workman Shri Godha accommodated the Managing 
Director Shri Cooper began to call him driver maliciously and humiliated him. 
Shri Godha was formerly a member of the transport dock workers union but he 
had dissociated himself from union activities and had ceased to be a member. 
Shri Godha had made complaints and hence Shri Cooper was several times warn- 
ed by the Managing Director not to call Shri Godha a driver but Shri Cooper 
disregarded the warning. Hence to stop all this the Managing Director had trans- 
ferred him to the fort office. It has been further contended that on the 5th May 
that is the date of the transfer Shri Cooper had humiliated and ridiculed Shri 
Godha calling him a driver when Shri Sorabjee gave him a checiue for encash- 
ment and while Shri Godha was taking the Managing Director from the Maz«- 
gaon office to the fort office he reported to the Managing Director 
about the incident. This was clear obstruction by Shri Cooper of the 
smooth working of the company’s business possibly resulting in paralysing 
the company’s business as the workmen who also belonged to the same union 
would have refused to work the following day on non-payment of preceding day3 
wages and a stage had came to stop such activities of Shri Cooper. 

14. The management has contended that a working director who was appointed 
as the enquiry officer had held a fair and proper_enquiry and Shri Cooper was 
given full opportunity to defend 1 his case. The cashier Shri Sorabjee who had 
given the cheque to Shri Godha for cashing and Miss Dastur had given evidence 
in the enquiry against Shri Cooper. The deliquent had also summoned a number 
of witnesses. Every facility and latitude was given to him for cross-examination. 
There was no error of any sort on the part of the enquiry officer. There was 
weighty evidence to show that Cooper was present at the time of the cheque 
incident and he made the offensive remark to humiliate Shri Godha and there was 
no question of the findings being perverse, 

15 It is further contended that the management has not violated the principles 
of natural justice. The enquiry officer has submitted his findings and recom- 
mendations that Shri Cooper should be dismissed and there was nothing improper 
for the Managing Director to pass the order of dismissal. The dispute involved 
the question of discipline and smooth working of the business of the company and 
in the interest of the business the dismissal of the workman was necessary and the 
order was justified. 

16. After the notices, statements and rejoinder the management requested the 
Tribunal to decide the. issue regarding the nature of the dispute and the jurisdic- 
tion of the Tribunal, They had contended that the dispute was not an industrial 
dispute. In support of their contention the union had examined as their witness 
jhri Khan the Secretary of the Transport & Dock Workers' Union and I had by 
my order dated. 2nd September, 1969 held thpt the dispute regarding tne dismissal 
of the workman was an industrial' dispute under section 2(k) of the Industrial 
Djsputes Act. Moreover it wa? also sponsored by the union and It had assumed 
the character of, an industrial dispute and tills Tribunal had jurisdiction, 

17. After the, nnoungs qn tne preliminary issues about jurisdiction tfie union 
had examined the workman Shri Cooper to show victimization and mala fldes on 
be part of, tjoe rripnagefrient They also called 1 Upon the management to prpducd 
the papers of the enquiry. The management has not led any evidence and the 
question Is whether there are sufficient grounds for interferinv wUh thp rSrW nt 
;he management dismissing the workman. 
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18. The learned Counsel Shri H. K. Sowani for the union has argued that Shri 
Cooper was the active member of the union and the management started harass- 
ing him. The management did not like the union to submit the charter of de- 
mands and they made attempts to put pressure on the members of the staff to 
resign from the union. The workman had not committed any misconduct and 
the domestic enquiry was held against him with ulterior motives. The learned 
Counsel has relied upon the ruling reported in 1963 II LLJ 78 and 452 (Tata Oil 
Mills Co. Ltd., and their workmen) and Khardahand Co. Ltd., and their work- 
men respectively and has argued that the order passed by the management was 
a result of victimization and mala fides the same should be set aside. 

In the first ruling it has been observed:— 

“The true legal position about the jurisdiction of the industrial tribunal in 
dealing with an industrial dispute in regard to dismissal or discharge 
of a workman for misconduct proved at the domestic enquiry is now 
well settled. If it is shown that the employer has held a proper 
enquiry the tribunal would not be entitled to consider the propriety 
or the correctness of the conclusions reached by the enquiry officer 
at such enquiry. The tribunal will be entitled to consider the said 
conclusions if they appear to be perverse or if the tribunal is satis- 
fied that the enquiry was unfair or either the proceedings or the final 
order passed against the workmen amounted to victimization or adop- 
tion of an unfair labour practice. If none of these facts is established 
then the findings made by the enquiry officer in the domestic enquiry 
should be taken to be binding against the employee.” 

There is no doubt about the principles laid down in the above ruling and the 
only question is whether it has been established that the management was actuat- 
ed by sinister motives and the workman is dismissed because of vindictive atti- 
tude and mala fides on the part of the management. 


19 The workman Shri Cooper was in the service of the management since 
about 1941 and was a member of the Transport and Dock Workers Union since 
19(56, He has stated that he was an active member and a committee member. 
The majority of the members of the staff were the members of the Transport 
and Dock Workers’ Union and the staff had elected him and one Shri Thanawalla 
to represent the dispute with the management and he was an active member. He 
has further stated that the charter oi demands was made somewhere in the month 
of March 1965 and the management started victimizing. He was a member of 
the staff committee and was working in the bond department but within a few 
days he was transferred to the labour department. He has further stated, that 
the management had obtained the signatures of the members of the staff under 
threat and the Managing Director Shri R. D. Kumana hud called the individual 
members and then tried to press all the employees to leave the union. Shri 
Cooper has also produced the letters signed by the employees which has been 
forwarded bv the company to the union. He has also produced another letter 
addressed to' the Secretary of the union purporting to have been signed by som 
of the Imolovees in which it was stated that the management had taken their 
signature twice a-nd although the members of the staff bad given their 
neainst their will they did not consider them as true and they were members of

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21. Though Shri Cooper has denied the suggestion that he has been treated 
very kindly by the management he has admitted that the management had given 
him leave in the year 1964 for about 84 days as he was suffering from heart attack 
in the year 1965 he was operated for Assures and piles and the Managing Direc- 
tor had himself visited him in the hospital. Though in his examination in chief 
he has made a grievance about his transfer to the bond department he has stated 
that he liked the transfer when it came to him and it was welcome, He was 
given an increment of Rs, 20 in the pay in the month of May 1965. Though he 
did not Arst admit that he was given extra increment in his cross-examination he 
has stated: — 

“I was transferred to the labour department and I was supposed to get 
labour grade and hence I got Rs. 20 increase. This is ray presump- 
tion. I do not know if my other colleagues got less than Rs. 20 In- 
crease at that time. It is correct to say that in May 1966 I was given 
an increase of Rs. 17 per month. At that time I was labour supervi- 
sor. I cannot say if I was entitled to get increase of Rs. 12 or Rs. 15 
and I was given more. It is correct to say that from September 1965 
I was transferred to the bond department and in the month of May 
1E66 I was still in the bond department. It is correct to say before 
September 1965 I was in the labour department only for a month. 
It is correct to say that I was not at labour supervisor in May 1966. 

I admit that in May 1966 I was given Rs. 2 extra in my increment, 

I admit that the increment of Rs. 29 given in 1965 included some extra 
amount as a favour to me.” 

It is further clear from his own evidence that the charter of demands was sent 
by the union in the month of March 1965. He has stated: — 

"We had sent the charter of demands in the month of March 1965. It is 
correct to say that I was transferred to the labour department in 
August 1965. The transfer to the labour department was welcqme to 
me. 

This evidence clearly shows that Shri Cooper was given an increment of a higher 
amount and was also transferred to the place which was welcome to him after 
the charter of demands and the suggestion that the management was annoyed with 
the workman because of the charter and had an ulterior motive in the transfer 
because he was an active worker does not stand to reason. 

22. Shri Cooper was transferred as labour supervisor from the indoor office in 
the month of August 1965 and he had to do outdoor duties. At that time Shri 
Thanawalla had brought to the notice of the management that Shri Cooper having 
been required to do outdoor duties may again get the recurrence of the attack and 
in view of this the Managing Director after considering the circumstances trans- 
ferred him again to the office for indoor work. In the letter dated 8th Septem- 
ber 1965 transferring him back to the office the Managing Director has stated: — 

“By our letter marked per: 65:324 dated 5th August, 1965, you were trans- 
ferred to work as Outdoor Labour Supervisor from indoor office work. 
During this one month we noticed that this outdoor work has brought 
physical strain on you due to climbing innumberable steps on the 
vessels. As you have suffered from heart attack in the past It is 
quite evident that this outdoor duty may aggravate the disease. In 
fact Mr. Thanawalla also brought to the notice of the Secretory that 
putting you for outdoor labour work may bring about recurrence of 
attack, The undersigned and the Secretary were both on board the 
vessel to examine the work and we also noticed that you could hardly 
climb the steps of the vessel so We thought it fit to transfer you 
back to the office work again.” 

This letter has been written by the Managing Director Shri R, D. Kumana and 
from this letter it is clear that the management was very reasonable and had a 
kind attitude towards Shri Coooer, and the suggestion about mala fide and victi- 
mization cannot at all be accepted. 

23. It was contended that the management did not like the union and wanted 
the employees to resign from the union and had obtained signatures. I have al- 
ready stated that the union had submitted a charter of demands in the month of 
March 1965 and the letter pertaining to this is signed by about 23 employees. 
This letter states: — 

“We the following employees of Bomanji Dhunjibhoy Private Ltd., beg to 
advise you that you should not raise any dispute before any authority 
on our behalf as to our service conditions. If you have made any 
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demand for changing any service conditions against our employers we 
have to request you to withdraw the same and inform the employers 
that the matLer should be treated as closed.” 

Shri Cooper's evidence that this letter was obtained by the Managing Director 
under threat cannot at all be believed. The other letter EW-8 signed by some 15 
members states that the management have obtained their signatures twice forcibly 
and they wanted to declare that the management have obtained their signatures 
and the letters were not true. 

24. Shri Cooper in his examination in chief stated that when the charter of 
demands came to the company from the union the company wanted to compro- 
mise the matter with the individual members of the staff. At that Ame the Man- 
aging Director had called the mdividual members of the staff and it appears that 
there was an attempt on the part of the management to compromise the dispute 
and the letter will not show that the management wanted the members to leave 
the union. Shri Cooper has further stated that the management had promised 
that they would consider the demands and they wanted to place reliance upon 
the words of the Managing Director and that he signed the letter and similarly 
the other members of the staff had also signed it. This itself shows that they 
had signed the letter voluntarily Shri Cooper has produced the letter Exhibit 
W-7 which is a copy of tne letter received by the union from the company and 
he has stated that the management did not keep the promise and started victimi- 
zation and so the members of the union wrote the other letter exhibit W-8 to the 
union. I do not find any substance in this suggestion also as it is clear from the 
documents that the letter signed by these 23 persons is dated 15th June, 1905 and 
the forwarding letter bears the date 28th June 1965, which means that it was 
sent by the company to the union at the end of June, 1965 and the other letter 
signed by some of the employees is dated 1st July, 1165 and there is no substance 
in the contention that this letter was written because the management had not 
kept their promise and started victimization of the employees. 

25. It is significant to remember that in the enquiry about 16 witnesses includ- 
ing the Managing Director have been examined and not a single question has been 
asked either to the Managing Director or to the management witnesses about the 
forced signatures and this letter and alleged victimization and mala fide on the 
part of the management. It is also significant to note that though the union 
has examined 12 employees no question has been asked to them how they hap- 
pened to sign the letter and this shows that the contention about victimization 
and mala fides is an after thought. Shri Cooper in his cross-examination has 
stated that in his reply he did not give any details about the victimization and 
though the enquiry was going on for about a month and a half and several wit- 
nesses were examined on this behalf no details of the victimization were given 
during the course of the enquiry, and there is no evidence either of victimization 
or mala fides on the part of the management. 

26. It has been observed in the ruling reported In 1863 II LLJ 429 (Ananda 
Bazar Patrika (Private) Ltd. and their employees): — 

"Further the fact that the relations between the employer and the union 
were not happy ®id the workmen concerned were office bearers or 
active workers of the union would by itself be no evidence to prove 
victimization for if that were so It wou’d mean that the office bearers 
and active workers of a union with which the employer Is not on good 
terms would have a carte blanche to commit any misconduct and get 
away with it on the ground that relations between the employer and 

the union were not happy. Such finding of the industrial tribunal 

must be characterized as one based merely on conjectures and sur- 
mises,” 

There Is absolutely no evidence In this case to show that the relationship between 
the management and the worker In question were strained. I have already dis- 
cussed the evidence which shows that the attitude of the management was very 

kindly towards the workman and the contention that the dismissal was an act of 

victimisation and mala fides on the part of the management cannot be accepted. 

27. Shri Sowani the learned Counsel for the union has very severely criticised 
the findings of the enquiry officer on the ground of perversity and has contended 
that there was absolutely no legal evidence before the enquiry officer but the 
management did not like the union and the workman who was taking part in 
union activities and hence they wanted to punish him and he has been held guilty 
for ulterior motives. It has been further contended that according to the manage- 
ment's allegations the incident took place at Mazagaon office In between 11 and 
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11.30 a.m. However, according to their own story the workman was transferred 
from the Mazagaon office to the fort office the same day in the morning and had 
leit the office in between 10,30 and 10.46 a,m. He was not there in the Mazagaon, 
office at the time of the alleged incident. It has been argued that the defence had 
examined a number of witnesses and there was no eason to disbelieve their testi- 
mony and the findings weie perverse. 

28. The learned Counsel has read out tho evidence ol the company's witnesses 
and commenting each sentence has tried to show the various inconsistencies and 
contradictions and it has been argued that the witnesses Godha and Sorabjee 
were highly interested. They could not corroborate each other and no reasonable 
man would come to the conclusion that the workman Shii Cooper had called the 
clerk Godha a driver. The learned Counsel has invited my attention to the ruling 
reported in 1962 IILLJ 772 Hamdard Dawakhana and 1969 II LLJ 377 ai-d it has 
been argued that their Lordships of the Supreme Court have laid down two tests 
of perversity and applying these tests to the facts and evidence In this case one 
.shall have lo hold that the findings of the enquiry officer in this case are perverse. 

29. In the ruling reported in 1962 II LlJ (Hamdard Dawakhana and its work- 
men and others) it has been observed:— 

“It was settled law lhat in dealing with industrial disputes of such kind in- 
dustrial tribunal would be justified In characterizing the finding re- 
corded on the domestic enquiry as perverse on y if it is shown that 
such a finding is not supported by any evidence or is opposed to the 
whole evidence adduced before it.’’ 

In the secc nd ruling reported in 1969 II LLJ 377 (Central Bank of India Ltd,, New 
De’hi and Prakash Chand Jain) it has been observed:— 

“Held that the tribunal can disregard the findings given by the enquiry offi- 
cer in an application under section 33(2) (b) 'of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act only if the findings are perverse. The test of perversity 
is that the findings may not be supported by legal evidence. Vet 
another case of perversity is that when the findings are such whiclf 
no reasonable person could have arrived at on the basis of the mate- 
rials before him.” 

The learned Counsel has submitted that if the whole evidence is examined one 
•will find no legal evidence in support of the finding and considering the circums- 
tances and the whole evidence a reasonable person will not come to the conclusion 
about guilt, 

30. The management has produced the enquiry papers, I have gone through 
the evident e and I do not think that there is any substance in the union’s conten- 
tion that there Is no legal evidence in support of the findings of the enquiry officer. 
With a view to support this observation I shall state in brief the relevant part of 
the evidence of the material witnesses. The main witness Shri Godha the com- 
plainant has stated: — 

“Nauabhoy who was sitting next to Sorabjee passed a remark ’‘Cashing a 
cheque is not a iob of driver. 

I felt hurt. I replied to him that he should not pass such remark. I took 
the cheque from Sorabjee’s hand. Sorabjee a^o replied to Nanabhoy 
that Mr. Godha may be a driver cum clerk-cum bond in charge all 
rounder.” 

He has fwther stated;— 

“On previous occasions when Mr. Nanabhoy called me a driver I had com- 
plained to R.D.K. as I did not like being called a driver. Nanabhoy 
made this statement with definite intention to disgrace me among my 
office colleagues. Whatever duties are given to me I carried., them 
out whether I like them or not." 

When he was cross-examined by Nanabhoy he has stated:— 

Q. Mr. Nanabhoy: Why do you say I deliberately called you a driver. Why 
do you say that Mr. Cooper had shown malice to belittle and disgrace 
you and to create trouble? 

Ans. Previously I was a member of the Union, but when they made demands 
on the management in the last year I did not approve the demand 
I clearly informed them. I do not want to remain in the union. Be- 
cause of this I have suffered.” 
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31. The next witness Miss Dastur who wag the Secretary to the Managing Direc- 
tor has stated: — 


“Q. Have you heard me calling Godha a driver by referring ■ to his own 
name? 


A. I have heard Nanabhoy calling Godha a driver when he used to pass 
by him. I did not hear the word ‘Godha’ associated with the word 
‘driver’. 


Nanabhoy was naturally referring to Godha when he spoke about 
‘driver’ because Godha was then passing by Nanabhai’s table when 
Nanabhai passed the remark. 

Q. Is it not possible that I may have referred to some office driver that may 
have come at that moment when Godha also was there and I may 
have referred to that man? 

A. During this period when Mr. R. D, K. shifted his driver had gone on 
leave and there was no other driver driving the car. 

Q. Is it possible that others might have called Godha a driver and joke? 


A. Yes, It is possible, 

Q. How do you come to the conclusion that it is wrong and disgraceful 
to call Mr. Godha a driver?, 


A I think it is wrong to call a colleague a driver. Mr. Godha has also 
complained to me about Mr, Nanabhai calling him a driver and he 
seemed to be annoyed. I did not speak to Mr. Nanabhai about Mr. 
Godha’s complaint.” 


32. The third witness Sorabji in whose presence the incident of the 5th May 
took place has also supported the management and has stated: — 

Between 11 and 11.30 a.m. on 5th May I called Mr. Godha towards my 
table and gave him a cheque for Rs. 486.40 for encashment. 

Thereupon Mr. Nanabhai who was sitting next to me remarked “encash- 
ing of cheque is not the work of a driver.” I told Mr. Nanabhai 
Mr Godha may be a elerk-cum-driver. Mr. Godha thereupon a so 
remarked that he may be a clerk-cum-drivcr. He was a little bit 
annoyed and he was reluctant to encash the cheque because of this 
remark,” 


33 The fourth witness examined is the Managing Director himself to whom 
clerk Shri Godha made complaints about the Insults by calling him a driver. 
Shri Humana has stated: — 

“I being the M.D. of this Arm Mr. Godha complained to me that Mr. Nana- 
bhoy now and again calls him the Managing Director’s driver as 
my driver was absent due to a demise in his family from the middle 
of April I Ignored this for some time till Mr. Godha persisted 
that it Is not possible for him to bear this i' suit any further. On 
the 25th April I warned Mr. Nanabhoy near my desk and told him 
nicely to behave himself as I would not tolerate any nonsense or 
Indiscipline in my office and would not allow any mischief to be 
created in the smooth running of my business. 

On the 3rd May again I warned him to behave himself and not to create 
any bother. On the 5th May I transferred him to Fort Office to 
stop the nonsense here.” 

Considering these statements of the witnesses the contention of the tmlon that 
there is no legal evidence to support the findings that Shi i Cooper insulted h 
Clerk Shri Godha by calling him a driver cannot be accepted. 

34 The learned Counsel has heavily relied upon the second test of perver- 
sity that no reasonable man would come to the conclusion of this flndi ag 
the evidence on record and has argued that if the evidence is gambled 

i, jyap wou'd find various contradictions and improbabilities in the manag 
SfvX It has been argued that both Shri Godha. Shri Sorabjee and 

SSBE 

por? e that a the^e^ulry oLer^ha'f deaU° with" their 1 " evidence"' a“ d^consffiered the 
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same. Ip his report In paragraph 4 dealing with this aspect of the case he has 
stated:— 

"During the enquiry four witnesses Including the Managing Director had 
given evidence on behalf of the management and 12 witnesses inclu- 
ding Nanabhoy gave evidence on behalf of the defence. Barring 
the Managing Director all other witnesses in the case were the em- 
ployees of the company. It may however be noted that the defence 
has swelled the number of witnesses by calling unncessarily per- 
sons as witnesses whose evidence was mainly negative and as 
candidly admitted by some of them because of their outdoor duties 
or the location of their seats in the office on the third floor they 
were hardly expected to know or to hear what was going on be- 
tween Nanabhoy and Sorabjee near their respective tables and hence 
it was not possible for these persons to say definitely whether Nana- 
bhoy did call Godha a driver or that the Managing Director did 
warn Nanabhoy against his calling Godha a driver. All that they 
could say was that they had no occasion to hear Nanabhoy calling 
Godha a driver or to hear the Managing Director warn Nanabhoy 
in his room.’’ 

In view of these observations the contention of the union that no satisfactory 
reasons were given to discafd the evidence of the defence witnesses is not well 
founded. The witnesses did not testify to the facts alleged as they could not wit- 
ness it. The enquiry officer has observed that their evidence was of a negative 
character. 

35. Moreover I do not think that I shall be justified in entering into a dis- 
cussion about the credibility of the witnesses and the various circumstances as 
that would amount to examining the record like an appellate court. The learned 
Counsel has suggested that according to the second test of perversity about a 
reasonable man coming to a certain conclusion it will be open to the Tribunal 
to examine the evidence. It has been argued that the evidence of witnesses who 
are interested and which are contradictory to each other cannot be believed by a 
reasonable man and it shall have to be held that the management had not proved 
the case against Shri Cooper and the findings were perverse. 

36. I have already quoted the ruling of the Supreme Court reported in 1069 
II LLJ 377 regarding the findings which could be arrived at by a reasonable per- 
son and one would be Inclined to hold that an Industrial Tribunal can examine 
the evidence and the record of the enquiry to see whether the findings could be 
reasonably arrived at. However their Lordships of the Supreme Court have in 
many previous rulings and even In a subsequent ruling laid down that the Tribu- 
nal cannot sit In appeal over the findings of the enquiry officer. It has been ob- 
served In the subsequent ruling reported in 1970 I LLJ 23 (Delhi Cloth and Gene- 
ral Mills Company, Ltd., and Labour Court, Tls Hazari and others): — 

■"When an industrial employee is dismissed as having been found guilty of 
misconduct at a fair and proper domestic enquiry the labour Court 
dealing with the industrial dispute in regard to such dismissal cannot 
reappraise the evidence recorded at the domestic enquiry and come to 
its own finding disbelieving witnesses for the management whose testi- 
mony had been accepted for good grounds by the enquiry officer in 
his report. The legislature has not conferred upon the I ebour Court 
power to sit in appeal over the judgment of the management in such 
matters, The Labour Court is therefore not competent to substitute 
its own judgment for that of the management arrived at after con- 
sideration of the report of the enquiry officer and unless the last is 
brought within the exceptions pointed out in the decision in Indian 
Iron and Steel Company Ltd., and others v. their workmen (1958 I 
LLJ 260) the action of the management must be upheld. If the La- 
bour Court had reappraised the evidence as it had done in the Instant 
case its award could not be sustained. Such award could be set aside 
in Appeal under Art. 136 of the Constitution of India on ground that 
the Labour Court has transgressed the limits of its jurisdiction.” 

In view of these observations I do not think that the Industrial Tribunal c.an exa- 
mine the evidence before the enquiry officer and reappraise the same. 

37. There is also another reason why it is not necessary for the tribunal to 
examine the evidence of the witnesses In details and to scrutinise the same criti- 
cally. The proceeding before the Tribunal Is not 0 criminal trial held under the 
criminal procedure code. The Tribunal has to see whether the management has 
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made out a prima facie case before the Enquiry Officer and there is no question 
of conclusive proof. The purpose of such enquiry Is also quite different and the 
T.iounal will not be justified In examining the evidence as suggested. It has been 
observed in the ruling of the Supreme Court reported in 1959 ii LLJ 245 (.Balipara 
Tea Estate v. its worsmen), 

"The Tribunal misdirected itself in so far as it judged the case against the 
workman concerned afresh on its merits as if ii were a trial tor a 
criminal offence, It could not insist upon conclusive proof of guilt 
to be adduced by the employer. It is well sett.ed that a Tribunal has 
to find only whether there was justification for the management to 
dismiss an employee and whether a caso of misconduct has been made 
out at the enquiry before it.” 

The Kerala High Court has also in a recent judgment reported in 1970 I LLJ 
Page 718 (Spadlgam (II) State of Kerala) observed: — 

"The judgment of a criminal Court acquitting an accused on the merits of 
a case would not bar disciplinary proceedings against him on the basis 
of the same facts. The reason Is that the criminal court required a 
high standard of proof for convicting the accused such a standard of 
proof is not required in disciplinary proceedings. The object of 
criminal law and its enforcement through criminal proceedings is 
different from that of disciplinary proceedings. A criminal proceed- 
ing Is mainly intended to punish persons who have broken the, 
"King's peace" Whereas disciplinary proceeding is intended to main- 
tain the purity and efficiency of public service.” 

38. It was further contended that the enquiry officer had not only given findings 
without any evidence but had also drawn upon his own knowledge. During the t 
enquiry his attitude was not of an impartial tribunal and the findings were mali- 
cious. 1 have already stated that in this enquiry the management had examined 
four witnesses and the defence had examined twelve witnesses. The report of 
the enquiry officer runs into 8 closely typed pages and he has dealt with the evi- 
dence of the management and defence witnesses. It was an elaborate enquiry. 
The proceedings show that the enquiry officer was very considerate and had taken 
into consideration the circumstance that Cooper was ignorant about legal procee- 
dings and had given necessary instructions and warnings. In the enquiry Shrl 
Cooper was assisted by the Workman Shri Thanawalla. The enquiry officer had 
also asked Shrl Cooper whether he wanted to cross-examine the management’s wit- 
nesses over again. In para 7 of the report It has been stated: — 

“As Nanabhoy was a laymen an offer was made by Mr. Captain after the 
evidence of defence witnesses was over to produce once again for fur- 
ther Cross-examination by Nanabhoy three witnesses of the manage- 
ment on certain matters on which Nanabhoy for reasons \ hlch could 
hardly be believed to be genuine had omitted to cross-examine these 
witnesses. Nanabhoy refused to avail himself of this opportunity. 
Similarly he was Informed that the Managing Director whom Nanai 
bhoy had omitted to cross-examine after his examination in-chief 
would again appear and submit to the cross-examination by Nana- 
bhoy but he refused to accept even this offer on the alleged excuse 

that he had great respect and honour for the Managing Director.” 

Shri Cooper who has examined himself before me has not stated anything showing 
or even alleged that the enquiry officer was bearing any malice towards him and 
there is no question that the enquiry officer had any other motive in arriving at 
the findings. 

39. The learned Counsel has further argued that the enquiry officer had put 

questions to the witnesses about the dated 25th April and 3rd May regarding the 

warnings given by the Managing Director to Shri Cooper, No witness had stated 

these dates before the questions were put and this circumstance showed that the 
enquiry officer was drawing upon his own knowledge. It may be that the witness 
may not have stated the dates In their depositions but it is not known what was 
stated when the case wtes opened by the parties, However even if the enquiry 
officer has mentioned these dates from his own knowledge it will not Invalidate 
the enquiry as the main findings are not based on, the dates. It has been observ- 
ed In the ruling reported in 1909 II LLJ 799 (Tata Engineering and Locomotive 
Co. Ltd., and Prasad S, C. and another): — 

"Industrial tribunals while considering the findings of domestic enquiries 
must bear in mind that persons appointed to hold such enquiries are 
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not lawyers and that such enquiries are of a simple nature where 
technical rules as to evidence and procedure do not pievail and such 
findings should not be lightly brushed aside merely because the en- 
quiry officers in their reports have mentioned facts which are not 
strictly borne out by the evidence before them.” 

Moreover the dates of the warnings have been already mentioned by the Managing 
Director in his evidence and there is no substance in the contention that the 
findings are not supported by evidence. The enquiry officer has in his report 
observed: — 

“I have carefully considered the evidence led by witnesses on behalf of 
the management and on behalf of Nanabhoy and have watched their 
behaviour and demeanour whilst giving evidence. I have also given 
due weight to the address of Mr. Captain as well as Mr. Nanabhoy 
and I have also taken notice of all that has transpired during the 
course of the enquiry and I find that Nanabhoy did call Godha a 
driver more than once in order to insult and humiliate him.” 

40. It is significant to note that some of the questions put by the workman 
to the witnesses themselves indicate the truthfulness of the story of the manage- 
ment that Godhu was insulted by Cooper by calling him a driver and it appears 
from the whole trend of the evidence that Godha had become an object of ridi- 
cule as he was accommodating the Managing Director and driving his car and 
there is no substance in the contention that the findings are perverse. 

41. Shri Sowani the learned Counsel on behalf of the union has further argued 
that even if the whole of the evidence is accepted to be true there was nothing 
to show that any particular act or conduct was a misconduct. The management 
has not produced any service rules nor did they say that there were standing 
orders defining the misconducts and calling a clerk a driver does not amount to 
misconduct. It has been further argued that even if it be held to be a miscon- 
duct it does not call for the extreme penalty of dismissal and in the absence of 
standing orders empowering the management to dismiss a workman for such 
conduct the order of dismissal is illegal. The punishment was thoroughly dispro- 
portionate and will amount to victimization and the order should be set aside. 

42. There is no evidence to show that the relations of the employees and the 
company were governed by standing orders, The management has not produced 
any service rules and the question is whether the conduct of Shri Cooper in caus- 
ing insult to the other clerk would amount to misconduct and whether the 
management has got power to dismiss the worker for such misconduct. 

43. Regarding the meaning of the work misconduct neither the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act nor the rules framed thereunder defines the word misconduct. The 
Industrial Employment Standing Orders Act does not also define the word mis- 
conduct but the schedule mentioning matters to be provided in the standing 
orders under the act require to state the acts or omissions which constituted 
misconduct. Rule three from the Industrial Employment (Standing Orders) rules 
makes provision for model standing orders and it will be seen that standing 
order No. 14 gives a list of various acts and omission which can be treated as mis- 
conducts. These are positive acts of wilful disobedience or of mal-feasence injury 
to property insubordination etc., and render the continuance of the employee in 
the establishment harmful. According to the Chambers Dictionary the word 
“misconduct” means “bad conduct” and in my opinion any conduct or any adt 
of the employee which renders him unfit for employment shows his bad conduct 
and will be misconduct. 

44. The learned Counsel has not shown me any authority that without written 
standing orders or service rules defining misconducts the insult caused by employee 
to another would not be misconduct. There is no provision requiring the man- 
agement to have written standing orders unless the establishment is governed by 
the Act and I do not think that absence of written Standing Orders will render 
the order illegal. The management has proved that the workman — Shri Cooper 
had passed the remark that cashing of a cheque is not the work of a driver and 
insulted clerk Shri Godha who was working in the bond department. The inci- 
dent took place in the office. The remark related to the work required to be 
done by a clerk. It has also come in evidence that Shri Godha was hurt and 
was annoyed and was not willing to take the cheque for encashing and in my 
opinion such conduct will be tad conduct and misconduct and the management 
was justified in holding an enquiry against the worker. 
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45. The learned Counsel has further contended that the extreme penalty of 
dismissal for such a minor misconduct of insulting a co-worker was shockingly 
disproportionate and the same should be set aside, and has relied upon the 
ruling reported in 1981 II LLJ 117 (.Andhra Scientific Co. Ltd., and Seshagiri 
Hao (A) and another). In this ruling it has been observed: — 

“There could be no doubt however that when the acts in respect of which 
the workman is Ultimately found guilty do not amount to miscon- 
duct at all under the standing orders of the employer the tribunal 
not only could but should consider the question what punishment 
should be inflicted on the altered finding of guilt.” 

However I do not think that this observation will be of any use in this case. 

48. I have already stated that there are no standing orders,, I have also held 
that the conduct of the workman amounted to misconduct. It is true that the 
misconduct alleged against Shri Cooper does not involve any moral turpitude. 
He had insulted the clerk Shri Godha by calling him a driver as he was accom- 
modating the Managing Director whose driver had left Bombay on account of a 
demise in his family, and one may be inclined to think that the punishment was 
not commensurate to the misconduct. However it cannot be ignored that the 
question involves the discipnne of the establishment. It is not merely an assault 
by one worker on his co-worker. The text of the remark clearly shows that 
Shri Cooper did not like the conduct of Shri Godha in accommodating the Manag- 
ing Director and driving his car. The remark further shows that Shri Cooper 
did not want Shri Godha to take the cheque and encash the same. Shri Godha 
had already stated that he was hurt and annoyed. Had he not controlled him- 
self and would not have gone to encash the cheque perhaps urgent payment could 
not have been made and there would have been further trouble and the manage- 
ment thought It proper to punish Shri Cooper with the extreme penalty of dismis- 
sal. It is true that it has been observed in the ruling reported in 1085 1 LLJ 
page 462 (Hind Construction and Engineering Company Ltd., and their workmen). 
"But where the punishment is shockingly disproportionate regard being 
had to the particular conduct or the past record or is such as no 
reasonable employer would ever impose in like circumstances the 
tribunal may treat the Imposition of such punishment as itself show- 
ing victimization or unfair labour practice.” 

However considering the circumstance that the matter involved discipline. I do not 
think that the punishment is shockingly disproportionate. The motive behind 
hurling the insult at Shri Godha is clear that the employee should not accom- 
modate the managing director and the remark further shows that Shri Cooper 
has scant regards for the management. Shri Godha has given the reason that he 
had left the union and though the incident is of a minor nature it is full of serious 
implications and one may come to the conclusion that such an employee will not 
cooperate with the employers and his continuance in service may be harmful. 


47. It has also come in evidence that the Managing Director had given Shri 
Cooper previously two warnings not to commit such nonsense. Inspite of the 
warning Shri Cooper Insulted Godha when he was to go to the bank and I do not 
think that I shall be justified in interfering with the punishment. In the ruling 
quoted above it has been observed: — • 

"It Is now well settled that the Industrial tribunal is not to examine the 
finding or the quantum of punishment because the whole of the dis- 
pute is not really open before the tribunal as it is ordinarily before a 
Court of Appeal, The industrial tribunal can only interfere if the 
conduct of the employer shows lack of bona ftdes or victimization 
of employee or employees or unfair labour practice.” 


As the Managing Director had warned Shri Cooper previously the action of the 
workman also amounts to insubordination. The Managing Director in his state- 
ment has stated: — 

"On the same day that I transferred Mr. Nanabhoy some incident had hap- 
pened which I did not when know of. When Mr. Godha was driving 
me to the Fort office he told me about the earlier cheque incident 
in the car and I was rather perturbed to listen from Mr. Godha that 
In spite of ’giving Mr. Nanabhoy warnings he did not care to Usten 
to it and still went on calling Mr. Godha a driver and said that It 
was not a driver’s business.” 
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It has come in evidence that Shri Cooper did not cross-examine the Managing 
Director and stated that he had full respect for him. While dealing with the 
question of victimization I have already mentioned that the management was 
considerate and kindly towards Shri Cooper but as the action of Shri Cooper in 
insulting Shri Godha involved the question of office discipline, which was going 
to the root of smooth working the management dismissed him and I do not 
think that there is any question of victimization on account of the punishment 
and I do not think it proper to interfere with the order of punishment. 

48. It has been proved that the management has held a fair and proper enquiry. 
The workman was given full opportunity to meet his case. It was an elaborate 
enquiry. It has not been proved that the management was motivated by vindic- 
tive attitude and Its action amounted to victimization. The enquiry officer had 
arrived at the findings on the material before him and there is no question of 
the findings being perverse and the action of the management in dismissing the 
workman is justified. Hence my award accordingly. 

No order as to costs.
